AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE
CREATION OF A PAID PUBLIC ADMINISTRATION INTERN
POSITION FOR THE TOWN OF GEORGETOWN
AND REPEALING ORDINANCE G-06-17

WHEREAS, the Town Council of Georgetown is the entity responsible for
establishing the compensation of the Town employees pursuant to 1C 36-5-3-2; and,

WHEREAS, the Town Council of the Town of Georgetown decided at its regular
May 19.2005 meeting to authorize a Public Administration Intern summer position in
cooperation with Indiana University; and,

WHEREAS, the Council has decided that hosting an Intern would be a mutually
beneficial project for both the student and the Town; and,

WHEREAS, the Town Council has been informed by the Federal Wage and
Hour Board that an Intern’s Stipend cannot be less than minimum wage.

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED

SECTION 1. The position of Public Administration Intern is hereby created.
The duties of the incumbent, initially Lisa M. Pierson, will focus on assisting the Town
Manager in all manner of special projects as well as exposure to all aspects of the Town’s
operations.

The Public Administration Intern will work only during the “summer™
months, while the University is not in regular session; specifically from early May to
mid-August each year. The Intern will be paid a stipend of $5.15 per hour and will not
wok more than a 40-hour work week. The Intern’s wages will be paid from the funds in
which the intern is working in any given week; for example, if s/he works 15 hours in one
week on the MS4 program, s/he will be paid for 15 hours from either the Sewer
Operating Fund, or the new MS4 Fund when it becomes active. The Intern is not eligible
for any vacation, personal time, health insurance benefits, etc, as the Intern will only be
working a total of approximately 70 days when the Internship is completed.

SECTION 2. REPEAT,
Ordinance G-06-17 is hereby repealed.

SECTION 3. SEVERABILITY
Should any portion of this ordinance be found to be invalid or unconstitutional, the
remaining parts of this ordinance shall be severable and shall continue in full force and
effect.

This ordinance shall be retroactive to May 8”‘, 2006, when the original ordinance took
effect after the May 4™, 2006 adoption by the Town Council.



NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that all Ordinances of the
Town of Georgetown, Indiana which are in conflict with this Ordinance are hereby
repealed to the extent of such conflict, and any Ordinance not in COIlﬂlCt with this
Ordinance shall remain in full force and effect.
